He belie\ed that t!ils vrould be advantageous to the 
Germans, and it would be of ::reat assistance in training the Jerman Air Force. 

5 . 7.>efense Minister Strauss stated that they v;antcd some Tartar inst: nations 
on their destroyai’s. He further stated that the; no longer liad a '.’iELF problem in 
reference to the installations inasmuch cs all restrictions on all anti-aircraft 
weapons have been lifted by the V!I''.U. He further stated that a Tartar Commission 

was beinr-r sent to the United States in ttie next Tew weeks to look into the production 
problems and detemlne whet.'ser the Tartar can be produced in . esterr Gcrnany. They 
TTOuld like to equip 8 destroyersj h during 1960-1961, and li during 1961-1962. 

6. Minister Strauss then stated that hie ncort remark was no reflection on the M/iAG 
inasmuch as the KAAG had done everythin, '• they possibly ould, bat he said that the 
delivery of Air Pbr-.e spare pjjrtr. for -OliF /^..'rereft was entirely unsatisfactor , 
and that 50r’ of the German airrr.tft v;er-c deadlined, J(e requested assistance fa-om 
the i)epartment of Tefense to help in ti is matter.
